His inspiration came 
when in the dawn’s early light he saw the 
nation’s flag still waving triumphantly over 
the fort. The Key Monument in Baltimore 
is one of the several handsome memorials 
erected to Key. The original flag is now in 
the National Museum at Washington. 
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THE JoHNs Hopkins Hospirat, world fa- 
mous Institution at Monument Street and 
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Beautiful Ocean Downs, one of Maryland's 
modern Harness Racing Tracks. Three miles 
from Ocean City on Route RF 50.
